Sharon won’t 
negotiate 
dispute with 
defence staff

Defence Minister Ariel Sharon 
has rejected a proposal by the 
Defence Ministry staff that he 
cancel the implementation of his 
proposed reform programme for the 
ministry, in return for a resumption 
of normal working relations. 

Sharon told the ministry staff 
committee that as of yesterday the 
reform plan was in effect, and they 
would have to learn to live with the 
fact. The workers for their part have 
vowed to prevent the plan from be- 
ing implemented. 

The' staff yesterday blocked a -j 
merger of the IDF military attache’s 1 
office in Paris with the office of the 
Defence Ministry representative 
there. Sharon's chief aide, Ahif 
Avraham Tamir, was stopped from 
entering the Defence Ministry 
liaison office after workers there 
received a phone call from their 
staff committee in Tel Aviv order- 
ing them to prevent Tamir’s 
meeting with die chief liaison of- 
ficer. The two met outside the of- 
fice. 

The workers' main complaint, is 
that, in a breach of tradition and 
orderly working relations, Sharon 
“bulldozed” through a host of 
reorganizationaj measures in the 
ministry which will ultimately cut 
both jobs and advancement chan- 
nels. They insist on being part of the 
committee working up these 
proposals, but the minister insists 
that the workers will have no part in 
what he considers to be pure 
defence issues. 

Sharon ordered, effective yester-

Washington. — The Reagan 

administration yesterday sent con- 
flicting signals to Israel in 
responding to Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin’s angry verbal 
blast against the U.S. 

Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig clearly sought to defuse the es- 
calating tension between 
Washington and Jerusalem, which 
started last Monday when the Knes- 
set extended Israeli law to the 
Golan Heights. 

“I am very optimistic that today's 
storm douck will pass as they have 
in the past,” Haig said. 

But Secretary of Defence Caspar 
Weinberger was considerably more 
■forceful in charging flatly that Israel 
had violated UN Security Council 
resolutions 242 and 338 by going 
forward with t he G olan decision. 

Weinberger underlined his anger 
over the Golan action by clearly dif- 
ferentiating between the Israel 
“government” and the Israeli 
“people.” 

He expressed “disappointment” 
in yesterday’s sharp Israeli reaction 
to the U.S. suspension of the 
strategic cooperation pact, adding 
derisively: “I don't think that there 
is any point in trying to go into and 
match this kind of vitriol.” 

Chief White House political 
counsellor Ed Meese seemed to 
take a middle course between Haig 
and Weinberger. But Meese, too, 
.was clearly upset at Israel. 

The three senior officials ap- 
peared on separate national televi- 
rion interview programmes. Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan remained 


Question mark over 
Mitterrand trip 

PARIS. — The French government 
yesterday called “premature" 
diplomatic reports that President 
Francois Mitterrand was postpon- 
ing an official February visit to 
Israel to protest against the annexa- 
tion of the Golan Heights.- 

Thc External Relations Ministry 
issued the carefully drafted state- 
ment six hours after diplomatic 
sources told Reuters that Mitter- 
rand had informed Arab League 
Secretary General Chedli Ktibi, 
during talks in Paris on Friday, that 
he would postpone the trip. 

“It is generally recognized that 
this trip (of Mitterrand) will have 
great significance in the search for 
peace in the Middle East,” a 
ministry communique said. 

“The eventual consequences of 
the evolution of the situation in this 
region of the world on the visit of 
the president will be appraised at 
the end of the debate which takes 
place in the United Nations at the 
beginning of January.” 

A highly placed Israeli source 
said last night he was still hopeful 
that the French president would 
make his visit as scheduled. 

The source indicated that a final 
favourable decision by France 
might be announced after the 
Security Council's second session 
on the Golan Law. 


Poriya director demoted, 
as inquiry clears hospital 


Jeresalem Port Reporter 
TIBERIAS. — The committee of 
inquiry into charges of mismanage- 
ment at Poriya Hospital presented 
mixed findings yesterday to a tense 
press conference at the hospital, 
when it recommended that director 
Dr. Boris Weinshel be transferred 
to a lowlier job but called the in- 
stitution “good.” 

The committee, headed by Dr. 
Dan MichaeH, was set up by Health 
Minister Eliezer Shostak to in- 
vestigate charges stemming from 
Weinshel’s abrupt dismissal of the 
chief of surgery,- Dr. Ami Zweig, a 
young doctor who gained a reputa- 
tion as a reformer for -frying to 
improve hospital organization. 

Among tiie incidents which led to 
the inquiry and which the commit- 
tee has not yet explained publicly 
were a fistfight between a surgeon 
and an orderly during an operation 
and the alleged death of a patient 
awaiting emergency treatment — in 
the rain. " 

Shostak told the press conference 
that Poriya Hospital is “a good in- 
stitution capable of providing ade- 
quate care, as needed.” While its 
state of. alertness was found to be 
satisfactory, the committee recom- 
mended that the male duty nurse in 
charge of the emergency room be 
replaced by a doctor:^ B oris 
Weinshel. 

The. choice. of the deposed". 


hospital director to run the 
emergency room came as somewhat 
of a surprise to the press conference 
audience. Weinshel, however, told 
reporters with relief that he accepts 
the committee's findings, which he 
considers b.est for the hospital, and 
does not regret having to give up ad- 
ministrative duties. 

Zweig, former deputy chief of 
surgery at Sheba Hospital in Tel 
Has homer, will now return there. 

The committee recommended 
that Poriya be upgraded to a district 
hospital but be subject to the super- 
vision of a special Health Ministry 
team. The committee found that 
much of the demoralization at 
Poriya was generated by employees’ 
uncertainty over the future of the 
hospital and their jobs. 

A key reason for this was the con- 
stant changeover in directors, the 
committee found: seven directors in 
10 yean. The panel set a six-month 
limit for finding a new director, who 
must come from outside Poriya, 
“have administrative ability and be 
an expert in a medical field.” 

The committee also recom- 
mended that the head nurse be re- 
quired to go on a year’s course of 
study at another hospital and that 
her deputy replace her. 

It also recommended that all 
decisions on tenure for new 
employees be suspended for six 
months. 


silent yesterday in the face of what 
many experienced diplomatic 
observers have suggested is shaping 
up as possibly the worst crisis in 
U.S.-Israe! relations. 

“I think we have to differentiate 
between an open break with Israel 
and with the people of Israel,” 
Weinberger said. “I think the basic 
commitment, the basic alliance of 
the United States and Israel ts a 
strong one, a permanent one.” He 
expressed hope that the current 
crisis might turn out to be “a tem- 
porary. very rough period.” 

Later, in response to a question 
regarding Israel's continuing asser- 
tion that it wall never rescind the 
Golan law, Weinberger said: “Well, 
governments change, people 
change, views change. Never is a 
very long time, and world opinion is 
something that can't be lightly dis- 
regarded. The unanimous resolu- 
tion of the United Nations should 
not be lightly disregarded” 

Weinberger noted that the U.S. 
had joined the other 14 members of 
the Security Council in demanding 
that the Golan measure be 
rescinded, calling it “null and void.” 

He rejected a reporter's sugges- 
tion that the U.S. “clearly'' would 
have vetoed UN sanctions against 
Israel. “I think it's a little dangerous 
to use the word dearly in anything 
in this field,” the defence secretary 
said. “We have a great many dif- 
ferent factors that have to be con- 
sidered.” 

Weinberger refused to speculate 
about the U.S. position on January 
5, when the Security Council is 
scheduled to meet again to consider 
the Golan measure — if it has not 
been rescinded by then. 

Weinberger's blunt remarks con- 
trasted sharply with the more con- 
ciliatory approach taken by Haig. 
“Let me address the major issue 
first,” Haig said in responding to the 
first question. 

“Israel has been, is today, and 
will remain a close friend of the 
United States,” he said. “President 
Reagan recognizes perhaps far 
more than any president in recent 
history the vital importance of our 
obligations to the people of Israel 
and our guarantees to the survival 
of that state.

Begin read out in Hebrew a 
lengthy synopsis of his remarkable, 
hour-long j’acuse against the U.S. 
administration, which he had earlier 
delivered in English to the U.S. en- 
voy. There was no in-depth tfiscus- 
sion of it, because according to one 
minister, Begin's injured hip began

hurting him badly, and the session 
was adjourned. 

Among the points that Begin 
made (see full text back page) were: 

• Israel regards the U.S. suspen- 
sion of scheduled consultations an 
implementing the memorandum of 
understanding as the abrogation of 
the memorandum. 

• The administration sought to 
“hold Israel hostage to the 
memorandum.” It conditioned its 
waiving of the suspension . upon 
Israel’s showing flexibility in the 
autonomy talks. But the people of 
Israel have “lived 3,700 years 
without a memorandum of under- 
standing with America — and they 
will continue to live without one for 
another 3,700 years.” 

• The financial “punishments” an- 
nounced by the administration are 
outright violations of U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan's explicit undertak- 
ings to boost Israel’s defence in- 
dustries by channelling U.S. aid 
funds to purchases from Israel. 

■ "Hitting Israel in the pocket” is 
a vintage approach, tried without 
success by the British Mandate 
authorities. It also “explains" why 
the AWACS battle was "accom- 
panied by an ugly campaign of anti- 
Semitism,” in which anti-AWACS 
senators and others were accused of 
disloyalty to the U.S. 

• Israel is not prepared to tolerate 
the idiom of the U.S. “punishing" it. 


“Are we a vassal state of yours?” 
Begin flung at Lewis. “Are we a 
banana republic?" 

• The “punishment” of Israel 
earlier this year for bombing the 
nuclear reactor near Baghdad and 
the PLO headquarters in Beirut was 
also unjustified. The U.S. had “no 
moral right to preach to us about 
civilian casualties.” 

• To say now, as secretaries Haig 
and Weinberger said, -that the 
Golan law violated UN Security 
Council Resolution 242 shows ig- 
norance of the meaning of that 
resolution. The “essence” of 242 is 
negotiation over borders — but 
Syria refuses to negotiate with or 
even to recognize Israel. 

Later in the day, the radio 
reported some anonymous mutter-- 
ings by “certain ministers” who 
were purportedly uneasy with the ' 
content and style of the premier's • 
fulmination against Washington. 
But The Jerusalem Post’s inquiries' 
found - a good deal of applause 
within the cabinet for Begin's ultra- 
tough line — and no readiness at all 
to voice any open criticism. 

Ministers also said they firmly 
believe the premier’s statement, 
which was read out loud to 
reporters by cabinet secretary Arye 
Naor, reflects the views and senti-; : 
meats of the great majority of the 
nation. “I had my hand pumped un- 
til it hurt,” .said one minister, 
reporting the congratulations 
showered upon him at a Hanufckah- 
evc synagogue service last night.

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Golan Druse end strike, 
vow to resist citizenship

MAJDAL SHAMS. — The general 
strike in Golan Heights Druse vil- 
lages, organized by pro-Syrian 
groups to protest the annexation of 
the area to Israel ended yesterday, 
after four days. 

All area shops opened, school 
pupils attended classes and 
labourers returned to their jobs in 
Jewish settlements. But the 
organizers warned, at a rally -here on 
Saturday night, that they will 
resume the strike if the government 
compels them to receive Israeli ID 
cards. 

Israel supporters among the 
Druse claimed that the strike ended 
because radicals capitulated to 
pressure from moderates who were 
afraid of losing their jobs. But ac- 
cording to a reliable source, over 90 
per cent of the population observed 
the strike. 

Religious leaders imposed a 
social and religious ban on villagers 
who refused to join the strike. In 
one case yesterday, a resident was 
not allowed to attend his mother’s 
funeral. Until recently, the son had 
held an Israeli ID card. Shop 
owners who secretly opened their 


enterprises and sold food and com- 
modities to local residents were also 
affected. 

It is not clear who ordered the 
renewal of the religious ban, 
previously applied to Druse who ac- 
cepted ID cards. Spiritual leader 
Sheikh Salman Tahir has not taken 
part in recent activities and con- 
sultations, reportedly because of ill 
health. Nor has he expressed an opi- 
nion on the latest developments. 

Despite the strike's end, there 
were still several disturbances 
yesterday. Three local residents 
were arrested on suspicion of hav- 
ing stoned Israel TV' reporter 
Salman Tawil. a Druse from Usfiya 
village on Mt. Carmel, whQe he was 
on his way to the home of the leader 
of the Druse Zionist circle, Salman 
Abu Sal ah. Local pro-Syrians ac- 
cused Tawil of falsifying the facts. 

Abu Salah's home was one of 
three whose electrical installations 
were vandalized, apparently for 
political reasons. In spite of the 
damage, however, Abu Salah has 
asked the army to remove guards it 
had posted at his home. He ex- 
plained that local leaders had 
pledged not to harm him or his 
family. 


Warsaw Ghetto hero among interned 


NEW YORK (JTA). — A former 
leader of the Warsaw Ghetto upris- 
ing is among the thousands of 
Solidarity officials arrested during 
the last week, it was reported from 
Warsaw yesterday. He was iden- 
tified as Marek Edelman, a member 
of Mordechai Anielewicz' com- 
mand and deputy commander in the 
Jewish Ghetto battle against the 
Nazis in 1943. Edelman, who lives in 
Lodz, had eluded arrest during 


World War II. 

A leading Solidarity figure. 
Jewish lawyer Zygmunt Kohn, 
reportedly has died in detention, ac- 
cording to Catholic church sources. 

Another report from Warsaw 
quoted an article in the official new- 
spaper Try buna Ludu attacking two 
prominent Solidarity advisers, 
Bronislaw Geremek and Adam 
Michnik, for their “Zionist 
pathies."

Church sources in the West said 
that the figures were likely to be in- 
complete because of communica- 
tions difficulties within Poland and 
because no account would be taken 
of casualties whose families had not 
sought a church burial. 

The priest also reported that two 
highly respected Solidarity figures 
had died in detention. 


He said that Tadeusz 
Mazowiecki, editor of Solidarity's 
weekly newspaper, died in deten- 
tion, apparently of a heart attack. 
His death had been reported earlier 
by French trade union officials in 
Paris. The second victim was Zyg- 
munt Kohn, an elderly Jewish 
lawyer who had been prominent in 
the KOR workers’ self-defence 
committee. 


According to PAP. a Solidarity 
“arsenal” was found at the Paraica 
ship repair yard in Szczecin, in- 
cluding 500 “sets” of ammunition, a 
grenade launcher, firearms, rubber 
clubs, metal rods and army 
bayonets, Tass said. 

The secretary general of 
Sweden's Red Cross, Anders Wi- 
jkman, in another report said that 
troops had replaced 15,000 workers 
at the Szczecin steelworks. 


The reports of continuing strikes 
followed a call by Solidarity leader 
Lech Walesa for mass strikes and a 
campaign of passive resistance 
against martial law which js in- 
tended to snuff out the union's chal- 
lenge to Communist rule. 

Walesa, reported to be staying at 
a government villa near Warsaw, is 
said to have refused a government 
request to make a television appeal 
for caution. 

Although the authorities 
acknowledged some disruption was 
going on, they said 95 per cent of in- 
dustry was now working normally. 

The official news agency PAP 
said that because of the improve- 
ment of the situation, the- martial 
law curfew had been relaxed in. 
some parts of the countiy. 

In Paris a bomb explosion almost 
demolished the headquarters of a 
Polish international transport firm 
yesterday near the Opera House, 
police said. Three floors of the com- 
pany offices were demolished, but 
there were no casualties. 


An anonymous caller from an un- 
kown group, “Charles Martel.” 
telephoned a French news agency 
to claim responsibility for the 
bombing, saying it was "against the 
repression by the Marxists in 
Poland and elsewhere.''

friends, and this is just such a dif- 
ference, the task of American 
diplomacy in the days ahead is to 
work to resolve these issues — not 
to exacerbate them. I would hope 
that the rhetoric and the demeanour 
of both governments would 
recognize the overall imperative of 
our continuing cordiality and inter- 
relationship.” 


Asked whether he expected that 
Israel might now annex the West 
Bank and Gaza or refuse to 
withdraw from Sinai next April, 
Haig replied: “I anticipate that 
Israel will live religiously by the 
obligations of the Camp David ac- 
cords, will return the Sinai on 
schedule, will continue as it has in 
recent months to participate as an 
active and cooperative member of 
the autonomy process.” 

But Haig cautioned that his warm 
comments about the overall U.S.- 


Israeli relationship should not “in 
any way" be interpreted as “a 
whitewash of the concern and dis- 
approval that we felt and expressed 
on this recent annexation action - '* 

He called on the leadership of 
both countries “to get to work to 
repair the damage” and "above all 
to continue with the peace process 
which this action tended to put into 
jeopardy. This was the reason for 
our concern." 

Haig said Reagan personally had 
felt very strongly about the Golan 
move. “He (Reagan) did not warn 
to create an atmosphere in which 
blank cheques are available for the 
leadership in Israel,” said Haig. 

Meese, Reagan's top aide in the 
White House, said that Reagan had 
approved all of the punitive freps 
taken by Washington following the 
Knesset action last week. Meese 
denied that there was any dissension 
in the administration on the proper 


U.S. response. 

“There’s no difference in our 
government," he said. "The action 
of the State Department was taken 
after approval by the president.** 

In response to another question. 
Meese said Israel had assured the 
U.S. that it would not lake offensive 
action in Lebanon “unless at- 
tacked." 

By annexing the Golan Heights. 
Meese said. Israel had taken an 
“unfriendly" action towards the 
U.S. The U.S. would have disap- 
proved whether or not Israel had 
consulted with Washington in ad- 
vance, he added. 

Weinberger said the U.S. could 
not allow the Golan action “to pass 
lightly." He said the suspension of 
the strategic cooperation pact and 
the other related punitive measures 
were “simply an attempt to bring 
home to Israel and to the world that 
there was a cost to such actions."

Labour cautious about 
attacking Begin’s move

TEL AV[Y. — The. Labour Party 
decided yesterday to adopt a low 
key in its attacks on the' government 
so as not to appear to be siding with 
the Americans in the present crisis 
between Israel and the U.S. 

Coalition MKs generally sup- 
ported Premier Menachem Begin's 
move. 

Those who participated at the 
urgent high-level meetings at 
Labour headquarters concluded 
that the party must not put a spoke 
in the government's wheels, or harm 
itself by appearing to be unpatriotic. 

Asa result of the decision Labour 
chairman Shimon Peres last night 
condemned both the “policy of 
punitive measures by the U.S. and 
the Israeli zig-zags”, as having con- 
tributed to the “lowest ebb ever in 
-Israeli-Araerican relations.” 

Peres repeated that he had not 
ascribed “much importance to the 
memorandum on Tsraeli-U.S. 
strategic understanding in the first 
place,” but what is needed now is an 
effort for new and basic delibera- 
tions with the U.S. Anger in itself is 
not policy. In the words of Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon, ‘.‘we need 
mature reactions on all sides," 
Peres said. 

Labour secretary-general Haim 
Bar-Lev said that the government’s 
‘announcement that the strategic 


cooperation accord is null and void 
is a positive act The U.S. has acted 
as it never had before. What we 
need now is to find a way out of the 
crisis." 

MK Mordechai Gur said that 
“the regrettable American measure 
turning the memorandum of under- 
standing into a whip with which to 
hit Israel demanded swift and sharp 
reaction. Let's hope that from now 
things wilt improve.” 

Herat Knesset faction chairman 
Ronnie Milo said that “Begin took 
the only positive step and signalled 
the U.S. that what Israel now de- 
mands is a-very basic change in 
American attitudes. Israel must not 
be regarded as a senate state, and 
the punishment system has to be 
terminated. The U.S. attempted to 
add new . conditions to the 
memorandum by tying it to the 
situation in Lebanon and the 
autonomy talks on pain - of new 
punishment. This is insufferable. 

His Liberal counterpart, Sarah 
Doron, said that “Begin exhibited 
great statesmanship in rejecting the 
memorandum... the timing could 
not be better because we are just on 
the eve of the final Sinai withdrawal 
in April. After that we can expect 
the greatest of U.S. pressure.” 

Deputy Foreign Minister MK 
Yehuda Ben-Meir of the NRP also 
supported Begin’s moves. 


Air talks wiffi Egyfif refffflar

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — 
Egypt and Israel will resume 
negotiations today over an agree- 
ment expected to provide for use of 
Sinai airfields and a shorter air lane 
between Tel Aviv and Cairo. 

A 12-member Egyptian delega- 
tion, headed by the chairman of its 
Civil Aviation Authority Gen. El- 
Said Yehia el-Shindwi, arrived here 
yesterday for the talks scheduled to 
begin at the Hilton Hotel in 


Jerusalem this morning. The last 
round, held in Cairo last month, 
ended with the signing of a 
memorandum, but some issues were 
left open. 

Sources in both delegations said 
they expected to discuss the use of 
the Etzion air base (which the Egyp- 
tians call Ras a-Nakb) northwest of 
Eilat. Israel wants the field to serve 
foreign aircraft which are too big to 
land in Eilat. An Egyptian source 
said they will also discuss flights 
from Ras a-Nakb to Tel Aviv. 


2 hurt in Arab- Jewish brawl on H.U. campus

Four Arabs have been arrested 
and two Arabs have reportedly been 
seriously injured in a weekend of 
violence between Jews and Arabs at 
the Hebrew University's Mount 
Scopus campus. 

The hostilities began on Saturday 
when a Jewish student eating his 
lunch at the Resnick dormitories 
asked an Arab neighbour to lower 
his radio. The Arab refused, the Jew 
pulled out the radio's plug, and ac- 
cording lo a university source, the 


Arab and a number of his friends 
then attacked the Jew. Police were 
called in and arrested two of the 
Arabs, who were later released on 
bail. 

A further bout of blows between 
Jews and Arabs occurred on Satur- 
day evening in a Mount Scopus 
clubhouse, according to one source, 
Moadon II. The fight was resumed 
last night at 9 p.m. at the clubhouse 
and university security officials cal- 
led in the police again. During the 
fight, two Arabs were injured and 
two more were arrested.

Bus companies may bid for 
first Tel Aviv-Cairo route

TEL AVIV. — The Transport 
Ministry is weighing the possibility 
of. putting up for public bid the 
lucrative concession -of running 
IsraePs first international bus line, 
between Tel Aviv and Cairo. 

Deputy Minister of Transport 
David -Shiffman told The Jerusalem 
Port that the Ministry is to decide 
- by the end of this week whether to 
issue a public tender. ;$everal of the 
country's bus companies have ex- 
pressed interest- in operating the 
line, particularly Egged and Tiyulei 
Hagai! 

• Shiffman said that the fares on 
this line would be determined pure- 
ly by the market. Unlike the na- 
tion's either bus lines, it would not 
be- subsidized by the government. 

According to the normalization 
talks between Egypt and Israel, it 
has been decided that two bus com- 
panies — one Israeli and another 


Egyptian — would ply the Egypt- 
Israel route. The Egyptians have 
already decided on their bus com- 
pany. 

An Egged official told The Post 
yesterday that the cooperative's 
members were surprised that the 
government was even thinking of 
other companies besides Egged. He 
said because Egged is the only com- 
pany operating lines all over, the 
country, it is only natural that it 
should operate this new line. 

Shiffman said that at present 
there would only be one bus line 
connecting Tel Aviv and Cairo. He 
is sure that eventually there would 
be lines from other Israeli cities, 
like Jerusalem and Haifa, to other 
Egyptian cities, such as Alexandria 
and Port-Said. 

At present the agreement calls for 
one daily bus from each direction 
: by both companies. Egged officials 
. estimate- that it trill take about eight 
hours* travelling time from Cairo to 
Tel Aviv and vice versa. 


Quick-witted boy 
uncovers bomb 

TEL AVIV. — A nine-year-old boy. 
reacting to televised warnings to be 
on the lookout for sippicious 
packages, found a bomb yesterday 
on a bus travelling -from ICfar Sava 
to Tel Aviv, police said. 

The bomb exploded in the bus 
after all the passengers had already 
disembarked. There were no in- 
juries. 

Yitzhak Loben. of Kfer Sava, dis- 
covered the bomb at 3 p.m. as the 
No. 561 bus was travelling on 
Jabotinsky Street in Ramai Gan. He 
pointed out the package to the 
driver, who stopped the vehicle and 
ordered everyone off. 

By coincidence, the bus came to 
a halt opposite the Ramat Gan 
police station. A demolitions expert 
from the station was trying to puli 
the package out of the bus from the 
outside, using alon£hook, when the 
bomb exploded, police said. 

The demolitions expert was not 
hurt, but the bus was badly 
damaged and the blast blew out 
three windows in nearby stores. 

"I heard on television to watch 
out for suspicious packages," the 
boy said at the police station before 
Tel Aviv’s district police chief Nit- 
zav Avraham Turgeman presented 
him. and the bus driver with an 
award for their alertness. 


Bill drafted 
to amend MKs’ 
immunity law

The two deputy speakers of the 
Knesset have drafted a private 
member's bill whereby an MX. will 
not be able to exploit his parliamen- 
tary immunity in order to travel 
abroad after an order has been 
served on him by a civil or religious 
court barring him from leaving the 
country. 

The two men, Meir Cohen 
(Likud) and Moshe Shahal (Align- 
ment), decided on the initiative 
after Akiva Nof (Likud) defeated ef- 
forts by police last week at Ben- 
Gurion Airport to prevent him from 
flying to Europe with a parliamen- 
tary delegation. 

A rabbinical court had issued an 
order to stop Nof leaving the 
country because of a divorce suit. 

Knesset Speaker Menahem 
Savidor, who flew in the same plane 
as Nof, told police they had no case 
on the grounds that only in wartime 
is it possible to stop a -Knesset 
member leaving the country, ac- 
cording to the law.

Army boosts education 
for thousands of soldiers

TEL AVIV. — Every soldier in the 
army will get at least a week of 
educational activities, and over 
10,000 soldiers — mostly those lack- 
ing elementary education — will be 
“in school" for between three 
months to a year of their army scr- 
vice, chief education officer 
Tat-Aluf Ayi Zohar announced 
yesterday. 

He added that education in the 
army is expanding despite budget 
cuts in other areas. 

Tat-Aluf* Zohar, aware of 
criticis of the army's educational 
programmes, called a press con- 
ference in an effort to win public 
support for the army’s efforts. 

Experience has shown that 
soldiers who receive educational 
opportunities in the army are far 
less likely to desert or end up in 
military prisons, he said. The) are 
also more likely to serve successful- 
ly in field units. 

Zohar said that until now only a 
third of the soldiers who needed 


more education were able to get it. 
He said the law proposed by MK 
Yehuda Perah (Liberals), which 
would require the army to provide 
elementary education to soldiers 
lacking it, would institulionlize the 
army educational programmes so 
that they would no longer be a 
voluntary expression of the goodwill 
. of the chief of staff. 

In addition to elementary educa- 
tion, a programme has been es- 
tablished for soldiers who have 
finished their compulsory service, 
but who lack job skills. The partici- 
pants voluntarily extend their 
period of compulsory service in 
order to continue their education, 
taking courses equivalent to ninth 
and tenth grade, or vocational train- 
ing courses. The army, in coopera- 
tion with the Manufacturers As- 
sociation, also has a programme to 
place these soldiers in industry. 

Carrying out these various 
programmes will cost about 1S400 
million in the coming fiscal year. 
This year, the budget was IS300 mil- 
lion. 


10 Christmas choirs due in Bethlehem

Ten choirs, eight of them from 
abroad, and one witii its.. own 
orchestra, are due to entertain 
tourists and pilgrims at Manger 
Square in Bethlehem this Christmas 
Eve. 

According to Zvi Nevo, the 
Tourism Ministry official in charge 
of the Christmas celebrations, some 
25,000 to 30,000 visitors are ex- 
pected throughout the day-long 
festivities — if the weather remains 
fine. 

As in previous years, private vehi T 
cles without permits will not be al- 
lowed into Bethlehem, but “anyone 
with reason to attend the 
celebrations," should be able to 
receive a permit to approach the 
town up to Rachel’s Tomb. Sherut 
(shared) taxis and local buses will 
ply the route from Jerusalem to 
Bethlehem as well, he promised. 

For tourists in groups, there will 


be a shuttle service from the Egged 
parking lot in Talpiot to Manger 
Square. The service will cost 
IS 10 JO. 

As usual, the focus of attention 
will be on the midnight mass at St 
Catherine's Roman Catholic church 
adjoining the Basilica of the 
Nativity. Entry to the mass is by 
tickets which are distributed by the 
Franciscan Tourist Office in 
Jerusalem. As in past years, 
however, the demand far exceeds 
the supply and tickets are usually 
given out only in very special cases 
in the days immediately before 
Christmas. 

To compensate for this, the 
Tourism Ministry for the first time 
this year is publishing a list of 
other churches t in Bethlehem and 
the times of their services and mas- 
ses. One mass that should be of in- 
terest to visitois is that of the Syrian 
Catholic church in Aramaic, the 
language that Jesus spoke.

Man convicted of slandering police fraud chief 


TEL AVIV (Him). — Eliahu 
Davtdowitz (“Koren”), 55, pleaded 
guilty and was convictfed yesterday 
by the local Magistrates Court of 
slandering police officer Tat-Nkzav 
Binyamin Siege! and swearing false- 
ly in a court deposition. 

Davidowitz signed an affidavit in 
January declaring he. had evidence 
that Siegel, chief of the police f raud 
squad and in charge of the in- 
vestigation of then religious affairs 
minister Aharon Abuhatzeira, was 
receiving reparations from West 
Germany under false pretenses. 

Davidowitz made the declaration 


on behalf of Eli Ronen, the well 
known restaurateur, who was al- 
legedly seeking to help his friend 
Abuhatzeira by finding information 
to use against SiegeL The false af- 
fidavit eventually was published in 
the press. 

Sentencing has been postponed 
to enable Davidowitz to bring 
character witnesses on his behalf. 
Davidowitz has already served a six- 
year prison sentence — - for 
fraudulently extracting restitution 
payments from the West German 
government by forging *the 
signatures of dead claimants.

The Electric Corporation is 
rapidly sliding into an intolerable 
financial position as a result of the 
government’s policy on power rates, 
the corporation's .board chairman 
told Energy Minister Yitzhak 
Berman yesterday. 

Yehezkel Harmelech, who was 
speaking at a special board meeting, 
said government policy — and not 
bad management — was to blame 
for the situation. 

The managers of the Electric 
Corporation presented Berman 
with data disclosing the deteriora- 
tion in the corporation's financial 
position, its growing dependence on 
government subventions and its 
weakened liquidity position. 

Since November 1978, the 
minister was told, the Electric Cor- 
poration has received no compensa- 
tion for cost increases other than 
those of fuel. Eitan Jacobson, the 


corporation's general manager, ad- 
ded that by keeping power rates 
below their true cost, the consump- 
tion. of electric power bad been 
boosted, and that this prevented the 
shutting down of expensive, ob- 
solescent power stations and 
speeded up the need for con- 
structing new ones. 

Jacobson said that the corpora- 
tion had increased its efficiency by 
cutting manpower, reducing inven- 
tories and lowering the internal con- 
sumption of power. However, 
since the costs of fuel and financing 
amount to 82 per cent of the total 
cost of power sold, the scope for 
such efficiency drives was limited. 

According to a Corporation 
release, Berman expressed his un- 
derstanding of the corporation’s dif- 
ficulties, but said that the govern- 
ment's policy on power rates was in- 
tentional, and that in this respect a 
similar situation exists in other 
economic sectors. 


Car workers assail parent firm — Oal

HAIFA. — Works committee 
members' of the Matmar car as- 
sembly plant yesterday charged that 
the “real reason" behind the plant's 
nearing closure is that its parent 
company, dal, “wants the land for 
speculation purposes." 

Matmar occupies a prime 6,000- 
square-metre area served by the 
railways, the port and by a main 
road. The committee members 
claimed Clal wants to turn it into a 
container terminal. 

For almost 25 years, Matmar has 
assembled jeeps and other military 
vehicles, llie Defence Ministry, its 
main customer, has announced it 
cannot place further orders for lack 
of funds, Clal announced it will 
close the plant at the end of tilts 
month. 

The workers, whose average age 
is about 55, told a press conference 
that they had not been offered alter- 


native jobs, the opportunity to un- 
dergo vocational retraining, or 
received proper compensation. 
“Where are we going to find work 
at our age?” works committee 
secretary Rafi Moskovitz asked, 

It is not true thal the- Defence 
Ministry has no money to keep 
Matmar alive, he charged. “We 
have turned over jeeps that are 
reputedly of better quality than the 
American jeep. Still, the ministry 
not long ago purchcued a whole 
batch of jeeps from the U.S. 

Officials told him that the 
ministiy “had a lot of money left 
from its foreign currency budget — 
and had to spend it somehow.”

Polish media admit industry disrupted 


The following dispatch from VP1 
Warsaw correspondent Ruth Gruber 
was subject to review and alteration by 
Polish censors. It was written on 
Saturday but transmitted only yester- 
day by the Polish Foreign Ministry 
Press Office. 


WARSAW (UPI). — Poland's of- 
ficial media admit that “tension” 
and protest disrupt production in 
the Silesian coal mines and in other 
industry. 

Warsaw Radio on Saturday said 
only that the “majority" of plants in 
the capital were working normally. 

The radio also announced that 
the military authorities have banned 
New Year's parties this year and 
have introduced more, restrictions 
on citizens. 

The official Communist Party 
daily Trybuna Ludu said that martial 
law would last as long as it was 
necessary. But “it is obvious that it 
does not bring any solution to essen- 
tial Polish political problems" it said 
in an editorial on Saturday. 

The official media listed further 
arrests' of Solidarity union activists 
for defying martial law regulations 
and said that the trials of discredited 
former government officials would 
begin soon, with some of the trial 
dates moved up. 

The official press also continued 
with articles detailing charges 
against specific Solidarity activists 
and dissident leaders, claiming that 
they had drawn up concrete plans to 
overthrow the government.

Vientiane meeting 
lashes U.S., China 


VIENTIANE, Laos (AP). — A two- 
day meeting of deputy foreign 
ministers of Soviet-bloc countries 
and their supporters concluded that 
military cooperation between the, 
U.S. and China constitutes “the real 
menace" for the people of Asia. 

A joint declaration by tbe 11' 
countries participating in the 
meeting, which ended Friday, 
praised the Soviet Union for its at- 
tempts to bring wo rid peace and 
condemned the U.S. for “trying to 
impose a theory according to which 
nuclear war becomes acceptable." 

The meeting was attended by 
deputy foreign ministers of the 
Soviet Union, East Germany, 
Hungary, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, 
Cuba, Mongolia and the three In- 
dochinese countries — Vietnam, 
Laos and Cambodia. Poland was 
represented by its ambassador here 
after the deputy foreign minister 
cancelled his appearance.

PEKING (Reuter). — China said 
yesterday the Middle East promises 
to be an epicentre of the world's 
political and military earthquakes in 
1982. 

In a year-end roundup of views by 
its Middle East correspondents, the 
New China News Agency predicted 
“new provocations" by Israel, in- 
cluding a possible delay in its 
withdrawal from Sinai. 

The U.S. was not likely to change 
its bias towards Israel, it said, and it 
was impossible for the Soviet Union 
to slop trying to stir up trouble. 

The agency said the only bright 
spot was that Arab countries would 
continue a trend towards unity and 
would play an ever greater role in 
the settlement of the Middle East is-

At one free market on Warsaw's 
Polna Street, one of the main 
private food markets in die city, 
many of the stalls were dosed on 
Saturday and more Christmas trees 
and Christmas decorations were be- 
ing sold than fbod. 

Nonetheless, chickens were 
fetching 800 zloties (more than one- 
tenth of the average monthly wage 
of 7,000 zloties) apiece and eggs at 
23 zloties apiece were sold out by 10 
a.m. 

More restrictions have been an- 
nounced, amounting to a virtual 


travel ban for Poles within . the 
country. Besides .the official an- 
nouncement that all Poles under 60 
wanting to leave their homesfoc any 
length of time must get offirial- per- 
mission, all long-distance bus routes 
going more than 150 kilometres 
have been suspended..

VERONA, Italy (AP). — Six anti- 
terrorism experts from the US. 
Defence Department joined forces 
with Italian police yesterday to hunt 
the Red Brigades kidnappers of an 
American army generaL 

Police were searching with the 
help of eyewitness descriptions of 
six of the eight or nine terrorists in 
the commando that abducted Brig, 
Gen. James Dozier- from his apart- 
ment in this ancient walled city last 
Thursday, police sources said. 

It alian newspapers reported that 
the abduction had stirred up old dis- 
agreements between President 
Sandro- Pertini and Premier Giovan- 
ni Spadolini over Pertini's belief 
that the roots of Italian terrorism 
lay abroad, specifically in the 
Eastern Bloc. 


The premier's office denied that, 
there were any differences, 
however. 

In their first written communique 
on Saturday, the Marxist Terrorists 
called their hostage “a Yankee pig” 
and declared war on the North 


Atlantic Treaty Organization and'. 
the American military. 

Dozier, 30, is the top-ranking 
army officer of NATO’s land forces 
in southern Europe. 

The Red Brigades charged that 
the US: used the Western military 
alliance to “occupy” and .dominate 
Europe. They also urged coopera- 
tion among terrorist groups. in’ dif- 
ferent countries, specifically men- 
tioning West Germany’s Red Army 
Faction, the Irish Republican Army 
and the Basque ETA. 

The American anti-terrorism ex- 
perts flew inter Milan on Saturday 
evening and then came to Verona. 
Three of them have worked in Italy 
before and speak Italian, the Turin 
newspaper La Stampa - reported. .

KOUROU, French Guiana (UPIL 
— The European satellite launcher 
Ariane soared successfully into 
space yesterday on its fourth and 
final test, making Ariane a com- 
petitor with the American space 
shuttle for launching commercial 
satellites after 10 years and SI bil- 
lion in development costs. 

Ariane-4 put into orbit perfectly 
at 0144 GMT the European 
maritime communications satellite 
“Marecs A" and a technological 
capsule carrying scientific instru- 
ments. 

French Minister of Research 
Jean Pierre Chevenemcnt 
pronounced the test by the II- . 
nation European Space Agency “a 
brilliant success — Ariane has taken 
a decisive step." France has a 59 per 
cent share in the project, West Ger- 
many has 20 per cent and the rest is 
divided between Belgium, Den- 
mark, Spain, the Netherlands, Italy, 
Britain, .Sweden, Switzerland and 
Ireland. 

Space centre officials said Ariane 
now is ready for service and can 


begin commercial launchings 
around April 1982. The Europeans 
hope to capture in the I980’s from 
25 to 30 per cent of the planned 
launchings of around 200 western 
commercial satellites. 

Arianespace, the French- 
dominated firm organized to 
finance, produce, market and 
launch the Ariane rockets, already 
has won 27 firm contracts to launch 
satellites. It recently cracked the 
American market with three con- 
tracts for five launchings, tbe first 
being from tbe GTE Satellite Cor- 
poration, a subsidiary of General 
Telephone and Electronics, for. two 
satellites in 1984. 

Before the European entry into 
the satellite launching business, any 
U.S. company had no choice but to 
use the Delta rockets built for 
America’s National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration by Mo 
Donnel Douglas. Until now, NASA 
was the only organization in the 
West that could launch commercial 
communications satellites, an in- 
dustry which now brings in 51 bil- 
lion annually.

THE 45th anniversary’ of the IPO 
would have been a real occasion for 
rejoicing had the orchestra played a 
programme expressing its achieve- 
ments and doing honour to Israeli 
music. Instead of a well-planned, 
elevating programme, the orchestra 
opted for convenience, with three 
ready-mades: Ben-Haitn's Fanfare 
to Israel (Up service to Israeli 
music): the Rococo variations (one 
of Tchaikovsky's weakest and shal- 
lowest pieces — a means of in- 
cluding Yo Yo Ma): and finally 
Mahler's First (one of Mehta's ever- 
ready showpieces). 

Did this programme really reflect 
the IPO’s terrific strength and im- 
mense potential, or the achieve- 
ment of our excellent and devoted 
musicians who have worked hard, 
very hard, for almost half a century? 

The orchestra might have chosen 
a great opening choral work by an 
Israeli composer, an Israeli soloist, 
a great contemporary' work express- 
ing the spirit of our time. The 
orchestra possibly regarded this 
evening more as a social event than 
a musical one.

THIS MOSTLY vocal concert was 
full of gaiety and liveliness, humour 
and mischief. Bach's secular can- 
tata, with soprano Angela Bello 
singing the part of the young coffee- 
lover Lieschen, most of the time 
drinking her coffee, was an en- 
joyable beginning. Lieschen was ac- 
companied by agood flute solo, and 
undisturbed by her angry father, 
portrayed in a warm voice by Henk 
Smit. Tenor Jerrold van der Schaaf 
was the narrator. The soloists' per- 
formances were all of a high stan- 
dard, and there was agood blending 
of voices in duets and the ending 
chorus. 

But it was in De Falla's musical 
adaptation of an episode from Cer- 
vantes that the singers, especially 
the soprano, were in their element. 
Angela Bello enriched her part as 
the boy, the story teller, with a 
charming and lovely stage presence. 
Baritone Henk Smit was a convinc- 
ing Don Quixote, and tenor Jerrold 
van der Schaaf sang in a clear and 
pleasant voice as poor Master 
Pedro whose puppet show is 
destroyed by Don Quixote. 

- Under David Shallon's clear and 
efficient directives, the ICO was in a 
very good form, playing its colour- 
ful part with drive and many good 
solo parts. 

Wolf's Italian Serenade was given 
a fine, expressive reading. 

Conductor, soloists and orchestra 
are to be complimented for this 
refined and pleasing evening.

played and a musical instrument 
rarely heard in the concert hall. 

The opening Bach prelude and 
fugue is one of several Mozart ar- 
ranged for string trio. With delicate 
use of shading and subtle entrances 
of instruments, the trio provided 
more than a mere transcription of a 
keyboard piece, giving us a work 
truly for strings, almost a serenade. 
This opening work established the 
unusual understanding among the 
musicians; this ensemble is very 
well-coordinated and has the ease 
that comes only with true empathy. 

The trio was then joined by a fine 
clarinettist, Hans Rudolf Stalder, 
who held an instrument that few 
have ever seen, the basset-horn. In 
his musical criticism George Ber- 
nard Shaw wrote under the 
pseudonym of Corono di Bassetto. 
He explained that he intended this 
name to evoke a sparking per- 
sonality, but added that he had then 
never heard the instrument played. 
When he finally did, he commented 
that “the devil himself couldn't 
make a basset-horn sparkle." 

The bassetto (“little basso”) horn 
as Stalder explained, is a tenor 
ciarineL He then played it with un- 
usual subtlety and dynamic range, 
Shaw notwithstanding. The 
Druschelzky quartet was altogether 
alive and aware, and by no means a 
dusty museum-piece. In the closing 
work, Hummel's clarinet quartet, 
Stalder sparkled and blended in 


turn: at times he blended so well . 
with the strings that the sound of the 
clarinet could not be separated 
from them. 

There were moments, however, 
when one felt that some sense of 
solo playing from the strings would 
have deepened the emotional range 
of the ensemble.

MOST OF the items in this concert 
were performed earlier in Jerusalem 
and were reviewed in this column 
(December 8). New items were the 
Danzi quintet and Ami Ma'ayani's 
two madrigals. 

One must appreciate the ensem- 
ble's inclusion of Israeli composers 
in its repertoire, the Ma'ayani here 
and a woodwind quintet by Tzvi 
Avni scheduled for another perfor- 
mance. 

Ma'ayani's madrigals are scored 
for woodwinds and harp, though the 
harp seems to lead, standing out all 
the time. The winds seem left in the 
background, unexploited. In the 
first madrigal, the winds play 
sustained chords or unison com- 
binations. reminiscent of archaic, 
organi, but otherwise providing lit- 
tle interest. And the active harp part 
is undistinguished, with no dear ideas 
coming to the fore. The second 
madrigal presents denser and more 
active textures. Impressionistic 
vagueness blends with oriental 
melody fragments harking back to 
the stereotyped patterns of the 
Mediterranean school of the Fifties. 
A veiled, syncopated hora rhythm 
intends to steer the music forward , 
but these elements yield less sub- 
stance than the first madrigaL

With the number of\insold new 
apartments on the market reaching 
18,000 — the highest it has been in 
recent years — some housing in- 
dustry spokesmen are talking -about 
a looming crisis in the indugry 
while others are urging the pub lie to 
take advantage or the bargains now 
available. 

Housing Ministry figures show 
that for the last several months 
there have been about 7,000 flats 
built by contractors for the ministry 
on the market. Another 2,000 flats 
owned by the ministry itself are also 
available. These figures do not in- 
clude over 2,500 flats now being 
■ built for the ministry which have not 
yet been put up for sale. 

Figures for the private sector 
compiled by the Israel Contractors 
Association show over 9,000 unsold 
flats at the end of September. But 
association head David Stem said • 
that this should qpt cause concern 
because the percentage of unsold 
finished flats is quite small (3!6 per ' 


cent).. A higher tate of .unsold 
finished flats would mean mounting 
debts for builders on completed 
projects and a lack of funds to start 
new ones. This in turn would lead to 
layoffs and a slowdown That would 
"put a drag on the rest of the 
economy. : ' ■ 

The percentage of unsold finished 
. flats in the public sector is apparent- 
ly much higher. There has been a 
sharp drop in" public, housing ‘starts 
over the last few months from 
2,160 in the second quartcr to960. in 
the third — and * rise4p comple- 
tions, while the overall number of 
unsold fiats has remained* -constant. 

The growing number of -unsold 
new flats recently prompted . Labour 
MK Rafi Edri, head of .the 
Histatirut housing company Shikun 
. Ovdim, to speak df a looming reces- 
sion in. the building mdustry/Stern, 
a former Herut MK, countered that 
"certain elements" in the building 
industry were using unreliable 
figures to create a .‘‘panic*’ that 
would put the government in;, a bad 
light.

HAIFA. — The two seamen’s un- 
ions have decided to act in concert 
to force the government to replace 
the tanker, Riva, by an Israel man- 
ned ship. 

Riva, which burnt out at E3&t last 
week', was engaged in bringing oil 
from Egypt. The government- 
owned Tankers Services company 
has already put a Creek ship in her 
place. 


As a first step, the Unions have 
refused to allow the Israeli crew of 
the Riva to be paid' off by tbe Ofer 
Bros.- shipping company .^wbich 
operated the Riva. For the time be- 
ing, Ofer is'continuing t&pay the 30 
men their wages.- 
The unions; note that, as-a result 
of a number of accidents in the 
merchant marine this year, they 
have lost some 200 jobs! ■

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Mr. Begin on the warpath 


TO REGISTER his rage over President Reagan’s decision to suspend 
the agreement on strategic cooperation, by way of disapproval of 
Israel's annexation of the Golan, Prine Minister Begin has now tom 
that agreement, signed a mere three weeks ago, into bits and pieces. 

In itself, the loss of the “memorandum of understanding" on 
strategic cooperation need not be irredeemable. There has, from the 
start, been a body of opinion which held that the document failed to 
meet Israel’s critical security needs vis-a-vis the Arab stales, and was 
fraught with needless anti-Soviet entanglements. But Mr. Begin was 
most volubly of the contrary view. He saw in the memorandum, his 
own brainchild, an historic milestone for Israel and a major security 
asset. 

But because President Reagan has suspended it, Mr. Begin now 
dismisses the memorandum as nothing in particular ‘The People of 
Israel have done for 3,700 years without it, and they could do so for 
another 3,700 years.’* 

The premier's wild reaction — which the cabinet characteristically 
endorsed, even if not word for word, after it had been communicated 
to Washington through Ambassador Sam Lewis — suggests the 
severity of the shock caused by Mr. Reagan’s decision. The 
possibility of such a decision was apparently nowhere on any of the 
cards shuffled around by Mr. Begin, during his stay at the Hadassah 
hospital when he was hatching the idea of extending Israel's “law, 
jurisdiction and administration" to the Golan. * 

What Mr. Begin foresaw were some mild verbal protests, that 
would soon blow over, but nothing like this. Yet Mr. Reagan’s move 
was entirely predictable. Whether or not it presaged future use of the 
memorandum as an instrument of pressure on Israel in such matters 
as the autonomy, in itself it was little more than a means of dis- 
engaging the U.S. from any responsibility for Israel's Golan action. 

To claim that the annexation of the Golan is wholly unrelated to 
America's effort to hold the Middle East against the Soviets, is to 
make greater mockery of the memorandum than even its detractors 
would deem appropriate. 

America's search for peace in the area, which is one way of 
denying it to the Soviets, still rests, as Mr. Reagan made clear at his 
Thursday press conference, on Resolutions 242 and 338; but he 
thought that Israel's action “increased the difficulty'* of attaining 
peace on those terms. Mr. Begin was right to remind Mr. Reagan, 
through Ambassador Lewis, that Syria had consistently refused to 
negotiate peace with Israel on the basis of 242 and 338. But whereas 
Syria's refusal is subject to change overtime, Israel's action on the 
Golan is, by Mr. Begin's own testimony, irrevocable. 

Judged by the provocation, then, the punishing rebuke ad- 
ministered by the U.S. was hardly surprising. Mr. Begin reckoned 
that it represented the third such knuckle-rapping for this country in 
the past six months. But did this justify his claim that the U.S. was 
treating Israel like a feudal lord his vassal or like a banana republic? 
Have America's relations with this country during Mr Begin's 
stewardship really come to resemble those between the Soviet Union 
and Poland? 

There is a touch of sheer insanity to these charges, and it is no won- 
der that a number of cabinet ministers are anxious to have them 
reviewed. 

Yet if a huge rift has in fact now opened up, and for no conceivably 
good reason, between the two supposedly allied countries, it is the 
logical consequence of a line of policy fully approved by the cabinet. 
It is the bitter fruit of a strategy of aggressive grandiloquence, even in 
the face of universal disapprobation, to which the cabinet foolishly 
gave its assent on the assumption, wrong as it turns out, that it would 
find great favour with the people. 

The average person in this country, it seems, has a better sense of 
Israel's limited power, vast as it is, than does Premier Begin. 


The economic fail out 


IN MAJOR foreign policy decisions, economic consequences take a 
subordinate role — and rightly so, when those decisions relate to vital 
issues. 

The Golan annexation law does not belong in that category. The 
economic fall-out from that pointless assertion of sovereignty is im- 
mediate, may be grievous — and has thrown to the winds the only 
element of practical value contained in the memorandum of strategic 
cooperation with the U.S. 

The economic provisions of that memorandum laid the 
groundwork for using Israel's defence needs and the American aid 
that nourishes them to create a broader basis for Israel's industrial 
development. It provided for a greater share of arms procurement for 
Israel's own needs from Israeli industry, financed by U.S. military aid 
funds. U included purchases of defence products for America's own 
use to the tune of S200m. a year. It permitted, for the first time, the 
use by third countries of U.S. aid funds' for procurement from Israel. 
Finally, it expanded the scope of potential Israeli arms exports. 

Quite possibly all. or most, of these concessions, which have been 
under discussion with the U.S. for years, might also have been 
achieved without the memorandum. In any case, the Golan law has 
made short shrift of all this. Concessions that might have been ob- 
tained unobtrusively, as steps in the ongoing friendly relations bet- 
ween the two countries, have been shelved — and nobody can 
predict when they will be pul in circulation again. 

Meanwhile, the future expansion of Israel's defence industries and 
their civilian offshoots, including the technological infrastructure 
and the all-important human base, will remain in limbo. 

Official spokesmen have been quick to console themselves, and 
the public, that nothing has really been lost, and will not be lost in the 
short run. by the sanctions which the U.S. has applied. The shelving 
of the industrial cooperation, they say. relates to possible future pro- 
jects. not to ongoing production. 

The issue, however, is not merely the loss of potential output some 
time in the future. It has to do with the technological infrastructure 
and the human skill base of those industries, which may be held back 
from expanding, when such expansion has become increasingly vital 
for Israel's economic viability as well as its security needs. 

The output of defence products that might have been made possi- 
ble by the agreement with the U.S. could amount to as much as one- 
fifth of the entire output of the Israeli metal and electronic industries. 
It could also provide a significant margin of expansion for our ex- 
pons in an area where markets are unstable, risky and beset with 
political uncertainties. 

Premier Begin has never claimed any great understanding of 
economic issues, and has never shown any particular interest in them. 
In his decision to railroad the Golan law through his subservient 
cabinet and an unthinking Knesset, he consulted no one but himself 
on the political consequences. On the econonic effects he apparently 
did not even consult himself.

Begin hits back at U.S

Here is an unofficial translation 
from the Hebrew version of Mr. 
Begin’s statement as read out yester- 
day by the Cabinet Secretary. 


Three times during the past six 
months the U.S. Government has 
‘punished' Israel. 

On June 7 we destroyed the Iraqi 
nuclear reactor ‘Osirak’ near 
Baghdad. I don’t want to mention to 
you today from- whom we received 
the final information that this reac- 
tor was going to produce atomic 
bombs. We had no doubt about 
that; therefore our action was an act 
of salvation, an act of national self- 
defence in the most lofty sense of die 
concept We saved the Eves of 
hundreds of thousands of civilians, 
including -tens of thousands of 
children. 

Nonetheless, you announced that 
you were punishing us — and you 
left unfulfilled a signed and sealed 
contract that included specific dales 
for the supply of (war) planes. 

Not long after, in a defensive act 
— after a slaughter was committed 
against our people leaving three 
dead (including an Auschwitz sur- 
vivor) and 29 were injured — we 
bombed the PLO headquarters in 
Beirut. 

You have no moral right to 
preach to us about civilian 
casualties. We have read the history 
of World War Two and we know 
what happened to civilians when 


you took action against an enemy. 
We have also read the history of the 
Vietnam war and your phrase ‘body- 
count’. We always make efforts to 
avoid hitting civilian populations, 
but sometimes it is unavoidable — 
as was the case in our bombing of 
the PLO headquarters. 

We sometimes risk 'the lives of 
our soldiers to avoid civilian 
casualties. 


Nonetheless you punished us: you 
suspended delivery of F-15 planes. 

A week ago, at the instance of the 
Government, the Knesset passed 
on all three readings by an 
overwhelming majority of two- 
thirds the ‘Golan Heights Law.' 

Now you once again declare 
that you are ’punishing' Israel. 

Wbat kind of expression is this — 
‘punishing Israel'? Are we a vassal- 
state of yours? Are we a banana 
republic? Are we youths of fourteen 
who, if they don't behave properly, 
are slapped across the lingers? 


Let me tell you who this govern- 
ment is composed of. It is composed 
of people whose lives were spent in 
resistance, in fighting and in suffer- 
ing.* You will not frighten us with 
‘punishments.’ He who threatens us 
will find us deaf to his threats. We 
are only prepared to listen to 
rational arguments. 

You have no right to ‘punish' 
Israel — and I protest at the very 
use of this term. 


You have announced that you are 
suspending consultations on the 
implementation of the memoran- 
dum of understanding on strategic 
cooperation, and thatyour return to 
these consultations in the future will 
depend on progress achieved in the 
autonomy talks and on the situation 
in Lebanon. 

You want to make Israel a 
hostage of the memorandum of un- 
derstanding. 

I regard your announcement 
suspending the consultations on the 
memorandum as the abrogation (by 
you) of the memorandum. No 
‘sword : of Damocles* is going to 
hang over our head. So we duly take 
note of the fact that you have 
abrogated the memorandum of un- 
derstanding. 

- The people of Israel has lived I 
3,700 years without a memorandum 
of understanding with America — : 
and it will continue to live without i 
one for another 3,700 yean. In our 
eyes it (i.e., the ULS. suspension) is 
an abrogation of the memorandum. 

We will not agree that you should 
demand of us to allow the Arabs of 
East Jerusalem to take part in the 
autonomy elections — and threaten 
us that if we don't consent you will 
suspend the memorandum. ' 

You have imposed upon us finan- 
cial punishments — and have 
(thereby) violated the word of the 
President. When Secretary Haig 
was here he read from a written 
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document the words offtesident 
Reagan that you would purchase 
200 millron dollars, worth of Israeli 
arms and other equipment. Now 
you say it will not be so. .

LANGUAGE EVOLUTION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — Your anxiety for the future 
of Hebrew, as expressed in your 
editorial of December 9, is curious- 
ly lacking in perspective. The 
English you use contains words 
deriving from Greek, Latin, French. 
Anglo-Saxon and many other 
languages. Far from making it a 
“mindless and rotten version of the 
real thing," that is what gives it its 
great flexibility and beauty of ex- 
pression. Had Hebrew remained a 
living language over the centuries, 
we would now be having to translate 
the Tanah into modern Hebrew, 
since the two versions would resem- 
ble each other np more than Latin 


does Italian. Would you then be 
complaining about the perversion of 
the purity of the language? 

It is an axiom of linguistics that 
tongues change and adapt, and that 
the changes become correct by vir- 
tue of their usage. Since Hebrew 
has had to be dragged screaming 
into the 20th century, it is not sur- 
prising that the process has been 
rather accelerated. I for one find 
that IDF slang is among the most 
expressive forms of modern 
Hebrew, and highly characteristic 
of its speakers — trenchant, abrupt, 
and vigorous, if sometimes crude.
